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centres of population outside this district, and concerning the topography 



of stations and townships the most lamentable ignorance has been dis- 



played, both by the teachers of the people in other parts of the colony, 
and by persons living in Kockhampton, who ought to be be better informed. We 
therefore give a comprehensive history of every town in the district, and fix the 
locality of all the head stations, out stations, and grazing farms in the country 
west of the Dividing Range, covering an area extending northerly from Charleville 
to Cloncurry. We have to thank the editors of the Ounnamulla Argus and Thar- 
gomindah Herald, and Mr. H. 0. Goffage (Tambo), Mr. P. A. Aitken (Blackall), 
Messrs. Langdon & Tozer (Muttaburra), for assistance kindly given in helping us 
to compile various information. The "Travellers' Guide" has been carefully 
arranged, and we believe it will be found reliable. We have to thank several of the 
pastoral lessees, coaching firms, and business people, for their aid in this direction. 
Our sporting information is as complete as the files of the Champion can make it 
and we hope from this forward an official record of all races throughout Central 
Queensland will be carefully preserved in our yearly calendars. The Postal 
Directory is very complete, as Mr. J. Hyland, Manager of the Barcaldine Post 
and Telegraph Office, has assisted us in compiling this most necessary information. 
The rainfall for various places in the district we are not able to procure this year, 
and we have only the official records of Blackall office to fall back upon. Those 
stations which have kept the records posted for a few years will oblige if in the 
future they will supply us with this very useful and Valuable information. Our 
record of artesian wells is complete so far as the Government bores are concerned, 
but the list of private wells is very incomplete, as we have experienced great 
difficulty in obtaining particulars from managers of stations concerning those 
matters, which ought in their details to have the utmost publicity. The Railway 
Department supplies us with information respecting trains and traffic, but this 
must nob be accepted as unchangeable 5 alterations in time-tables being of frequent 
occurrence. Next year we hope to be able to improve considerably upon the pre- 
sent stock of information, especially with regard to drovers' routes, stages, distances 
from water, and with u reliable map upon which all stations, routes, and watering 
places will be carefully marked. We also hope to be ablo to substitute cloth 
lor paper covers next year. 

In conclusion we have to thank our numerous advortisers for their valuable 
support, as through their assistance we are enabled to distribute the year book at 
a comparatively small cost to ourselves throughout the colonies.

THINGS WORTH KNOWING. 



Age of Horses as shown by their Teeth. 

A foal of six months has six grinders in each jaw, three in each side, and also six 
nippers, or front teeth, with a cavity in each. 

At age of one year, cavities in front teeth begin to decrease, and he has four 
grinders upon each side, one of permanent, and remainder of milk set. 

At age of two years he loses the first milk grinders above and below, and front 
teeth have their cavities filled up alike to teeth of horses of eight years of age. 

At age of three years, or two and one half, he casts his two front uppers, and 
in a short time after the two next. 

At age of four years, grinders are six upon each side ; and at about four and a 
half, his nippers are all permanent ones, by the replacing of remaining two corner 
teeth ; tushes then appear, and he is no longer a colt. 

At five a horse has his tushes, and there is a black-covered cavity in centre of 
all his lower nippers. 

At six, this black cavity is obliterated in the two front lower nippers. 

At seven, cavities of next two are filled up, and tushes blunted ; and at eight 
cavities of two corner teeth filled up. Horse may now be said to be aged. Cavi- 
ties in nippers of upper jaw are not obliterated till horse is about ten years old, •* 
after whioh time tushes become round, and nippers project and change their 
surface. 



To ascertain the Weight of Cattle. 

Measure the girt close behind the shoulder, and the length from the fore-part 
of the shoulder-blade along the back to the bone at the tail which is in a vertical 
line with the buttock, both in feet. Multiply the square of the girt, expressed in 
feet, by five times the length, and divide the product by 21 ; the quotient is the 
weight, nearly, of the four quarters, in imperial stones of 14 lbs. avoirdupois. For 
example, if the girt be 6 feet, and tho length 5£ feet, we shall have 6 x 6 = 36, ' 
and 5| x 5 = 26£ ; then 36 x 26| <=> 945, and this divided by 21 gives 45 stones 
exactly. It is to be observed, however, that in very fat cattle the four quarters 
will be about one-twentieth more, while in those in a very lean state they will be 
one-twentieth less than the weight obtained by the rule. *

value, searing down the skin and preventing soreness ; for corns on the toes it is 
useful ; and good for rheumatism and sore throats. Then it is a sure preventive 
against moths ; by just dropping a trifle in the bottom of drawers, chests, and 
cupboards, it will render tho garments secure from injury during the summer. 
It will keep ants and bugs from closots and storerooms, by putting a few drops in 
the corners and upon the shelves ; it is sure destruction to bedbugs, and should bo 
applied to the joints of the bedstead in the spring cleaning time.

Gardening for February. 

In the (lower garden propagate plants by layer- 
ing, cuttings, or otherwise. Make sowings of 
stocks, mignonette, larkspur, &c. Water ca- 
mellias, rhododendrons, azaleas, and such like 
plants. Regulate climbing plants. Remove all 
decayed leaves and (lower-stems. About the end 
of the month plant for early blooming a few 
tulips, hyacinths, nncmones, ranunculi, and 
narcissi. Plant early potatoes. Plant out cab- 
bage and cauliflower plants. Transplant celery 
and leeks into trenches. Sow turnips, lettuce, 
spinach, cabbage, and cauliflower. Dig in all 
failing crops as they become unprofitable, and 
get vacant ground ready for autumn cropping.

Hobart Town, 
Houart Town, the capital of Tasmania, 

?\vas named by its founder, Colonel Collins, 
on the njtli uf February, 180^, in honour of 
ord Hobart, who was then Sectetary of 
Sta'e for the Colonies. It is sometimes wrongly 
written Hohartown or Hobarton. The city oc- 
cupies a succession of hills along a sheltered 
bight on the western bank of the Derwent river, 
known as Sullivan's Cove, about seventeen miles 
from the ocean, and not far from the base of 
Mount Wellington, a mountain whose summit, 
4,166 feet above the sea-level, is crowned with 
snow during many months of the year. In the 
neighbourhood of the city is the official residence 
of the Governor of Tasmania. The commerce of 
Hobart Town is steadily increasing. The chief 
exports include tin ore, tin, bark, fruit, gum, 
hops, sperm oil, rabbit skins, timber, and wool. 
The invigorating climate of Hobart Town has 
made it popular as a health resort, and it is 
large'}' frequented during the summer season by 
visitors fiom Melbourne, Sydney, and Adelaide.

We may fear 
that some one has committed a fault, which, 
however, does not concern us in the least, and in 
which we are not called upon to interfere — let us 
expel the idea as an unwelcome intruder.

songs, he answered, "It would be very 
hard if they were not allowed to sing for 
their money." 

Alphonso, King of Naples and Sicily, so 
celebrated in history for his clemency, 
was once asked why he was so favourable 
to all men, even to those most notoriously 
wicked ? " Because," answered he, " good 
men are won by justice, the bad by 
clemency." When 
some of his Minis- 
ters complained to 
him on another oc- 
casion of his lenity, 
which they were 
pleased to say was 
more than became 
a prince, "What, 
then," exclaimed 
he, "would you 
have lions and 
tigers to reign over 
us ? Know you not 
that cruelty is the 
attribute of wild 
beasts — clemency 
that of man?" 

One day, at Pots- 
dam, Frederick the 
Great heard from 
his cabinet a con- 
siderable tumult in 
the street ; he called 
an oiHcer, and told 
him to go and as- 
certain the cause. The officer went, and 
came back to tell his majesty that a very 
scurrilous placard against his majesty was 
fixed on the wall, but that it was placed 
so high that a great crowd pressed forward, 
and were pushing each other to read it.

Professor Bell tells of a Newfoundland dog 
kept at an inn in Dorset, which was accustomed, 
every morning as the clock struck eight, to take 
in its mouth a basket placed for the purpose and 
containing some pence, and go with it to the 
baker's.

The 
merchant, whose curiosity was excited by this 
strange conduct of the cats, followed them into 
the fields, where he again saw them scratching 
and burrowing in the earth. Soon after there 
was a violent shock of an earthquake, and many 
of the houses in the city fell down, of which the 
merchant's was one, so that he was indebted for 
his life to the singular forebodings of his cats. 

THERE are persons who cannot bear to touch a 
cat, while others experience a shiver at the mere 
presence of one in a room. Does the mysterious 
repulsion proceed from idle fancy, or from some 
subtle magnetic influence? Others again, and 
they are not, as is sometimes said, exclusively or 
even chiefly old maids, have an extravagant love 
of cats. Among these we find no less a person 
than Lord Chesterfield, who, when he died, left 
a pension to several of his feline favourites and 
to their posterity after them. Others have been 
known to follow this illustrious example since 
then. The French novelist, Paul de Kock, kept 
no less than thirty at his residence.

ENTRAL QUEENSLAND comprises that part of Australia which lies 
between the parallels 21 and 241 south latitude (this is only approximate, 

tas the dividing lines are irregular), and stretches from the South Austi'alian 
border on the west to the Pacific Ocean on the east. Its area is 223,240 
square miles, which is 31,000 square miles less in extent than the Northern 
ivision, and 35,000 miles greater than the Southern. The settlement of Central 
ueensland may be said to date from 1855, as in August of that year the Messrs. 
Archer arrived at Gracemere, having travelled overland from the Burnett. 
Though stations had been formed at Eannes and Mt. Larcom in the previous year, 
ajjd Gladstone had been settled nearly 10 years when the Messrs. Archer and their 
party reached Gracemere, yet it was not until after their arrival that country to 
any extent was taken up. Only two or three of the pioneer settlers of Central 
Queensland now remain, some happening on a succession of good seasons have 
)een successful, and given place to new comers, while those who have remained 
have severely suffered from the unfavorable seasons, and the depreciation in the 
staple product — wool. The importance of the advance in the value of wool, which 
is at least 25 per cent, above the prices ruling two years ago, may be clearly esti- 
mated when we see that upwards of 2\\ million pounds were exported from Rock- 
ampton during the 12 months ending September 30, 1889 ; this quantity was 
alued at £875,824, and shows an increase of 4,535,892 lbs., valued at £123,987, 
over the quantity exported during the previous 12 months. The land on the coast 
was at first ocoupied for sheep-farming, but its unsuitableness being proved the 
western lands were taken up and the sheep transferred, making room for cattle, so 
that all the land within a distance of at least 100 miles from the coast is used for 
grazing purposes only. Notwithstanding the many difficulties that have been met 
with Central Queensland would now boast of much greater wealth and prosperity 
ad the district received a fair share of the public money which lias been so lavishly 
pent in Brisbane and the Southern Division generally. To open up such a vast 
extent of country the Central Railway was commenced in 1865, and was continued 
nntil it reached Stanwell, 15 miles from Rockhampton ; after a short suspension 
it was carried as far as Westwood (30 miles). This township remained the 
terminus for 12 years, notwithstanding the repeated demands of the inhabitanti

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that it should be extended so as to open up communication with the West, but at 
length the people, exasperated by the studied neglect of the authorities, petitioned 
to the Home Government for Separation ; the line was then continued until, with 
occasional intervals, it has nearly reached the Thompson, 422 miles from Rock- 
hampton, and branch lines run from Emerald to Clermont (62 miles), an<l 
Springsure (41 miles). The total cost of constructing the 461 miles of line 
to Barcaldine (358 miles) has been £2,400,204, giving an average of £5184, 
The extension already constructed to 12 miles beyond Barcaldine has been 
opened, and the further extension to Longreach on the Thompson Eiver 
will be completed within the next year. Railways have been commenced con- 
necting Rockhampton with Bundaberg via Gladstone, on the completion of which 
the Central District will have direct railway communication with Brisbane and the 
Southern capitals. The extension of the Central Railway to Port Alma is also 
contemplated, as this would place the Western country within a few hours of deep 
water. It has been proposed to connect the Central Railway with the railway to 
Emu Park by constructing a line from the terminus of the one to the North Rock- 
hampton terminus of the other. Eventually the railway to Emu Park will be 
continued to St. Lawrence and Mackay, making part of the great coast railway, 
which, starting from Brisbane, will ultimately reach the most northern parts of the 
colony. The contract entered into by the Central Queensland Meat Export Com- 
pany to supply the English market with frozen beef and mutton is proving of 
considerable benefit to the district, offering an outlet for a large number of cattle 
and sheep, and providing employment to a number of people. During the first 
year the Company dispatched 3,000,000 lbs. of frozen beef and 1,500,000 lbs. of 
mutton to London, a quantity which has been considerably increased during the 
past year. The meat has been sold at prices vai'ying from irj-d. to 5d. per lb., and 
the Company have been able to take 20,000 sheep per month from the Barcaldine 
terminus alone. The industry is likely to be still further extended by the floating 
of the Queensland Meat Agency and Export Company now in progress of forma- 
tion. The demand for fat wethers in the west has considerably risen the price of 
all kinds of sheep, and buyers find some difficulty in obtaining the quantities they 
require. The discovery of gold at Canoona in 1858 attracted an immense number 
of people, but the difficulties met with and the small extent of the field soon 
caused them to disperse. Some returned to the Southern colonies, others scattered 
tdver the adjoining country, and succeeded in discovering the Cawarral, Crocodile, 
Morinish, Ridgeland, and Rosewood goldfields, which have since been worked with 
more or less success. It was not until gold was found at Mount Morgan that gold 
mining in Central Queensland took the prominent position it now holds. This 
wonderful mine, on which has been erected the most complete and extensive 
chlorinating plant in the world, has produced 323,542 ozs. of gold, and has paid 
£1,100,000 in dividends during the past year. Valuable properties are being 
developed at Cawarral. Conran's mine, at Norton, has been paying dividends for 
a considerable time. At Canoona, gold has been found in the serpentine rock, and 
the vast body of stone should be successfully worked even if the gold were present 
in but small quantities. At Eungella, near Mackay, extensive reefs carrying 
several ozs. to the ton have been discovered and a company has been formed to 
develop what should prove one of the richest properties in tho district. From 
Eungella in the North to Norton in the South, we see vast areas of country bear- 
ing gold, and it is evident that in this respect, as in others, Central Queensland 
can claim to be one of the richest portions of Australia. In our own immediate 
district a reef is known to exist on Lochnagar, and several good prospects have 
been found among the Listowel Ranges for both gold and silver. The Blackall 
Prospecting Association has sent out several parties under Mr. M. Towner, while 
a private party in charge of Mr. J. O'Brien has spent many months in prospecting 
these ranges with varying success. The district also abounds in other minerals, 
especially opal (in the far west), but no means have been discovered of working 
them so as to ensure a sufliciont compensation. Coal has been found on the Styx 
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Eiver, at Peak Downs, and in other parts of Central Queensland, but the 
cost of carriage, with the single exception of Peak Downs, perhaps, has at 
present prevented the further development of this important industry. 
The climate of Central Queensland is semi-tropical, the greater part of the 
division being situated within the tropic of Capricorn ; the rainfall varies from 
a few inches in the West to nearly 80 inches at Mackay. Much has already been 
done to conserve water by constructing dams, excavating tanks, and sinking artesian 
wells, but a vast amount of woi-k yet remains to be accomplished before even small 
portions of the colony can be made secure against the disastrous droughts which 
occur at frequent intervals, carrying with them destruction and ruin and neutralis- 
ing all the good effects of more prosperous times. After a series of unpropitious 
seasons which have been unexampled in their severity, a most favorable season has 
at length occurred, which not only ensures immediate advantage, but offers some 
promise of a succession of those good seasons which have been experienced before, 
and which would prove of inestimable benefit to every inhabitant in Central 
Queensland.

A portion of the following was especially written by members of the Champion staff for the 
Melbourne Exhibition number of the Oaprieornian, Eoekhampton. The information contained 
therein has been thoroughly revised and brought down to date :— 

WESTWARD HO ! 

The Central line was carried westward from Emerald with rapid strides, but 
that little town maintained its own (both in number of population, and from a 
tmsinoss point of view) for some considerable time after the section had been 
opened to Withorsfield. The great pioneer coaching firm of Cobb & Co., it is true, 
moved on, and started their western coaches from the new terminus, but it re- 
mained practically a navvies' camp until it became virtually wiped out by " Grass- 
tree," or Bogantungan, as it was officially named. Bogan became a busy centre 
almost before the iron horse reached it. It was expected to have a tolerably long 
life in consequence of the engineering difficulties to be surmounted in crossing the 
range, before the line could pi'oceed on its intended wostern coui'se. The overflow 
of population from the coast, and from the various ephemeral townships along the 
route already traversed by the railway, squatted down on the creek ; and the town 
lots wore settled upon, and buildings erected long before the land was snbmitted 
to public competition, and a large town thus grew along the mountains — where a 
few months before all was complete isolation. The new terminus was opened 
early in 1882, and a most prosperous era set in — an era unprecedented in the 
annals of the Central district, and many of our Barcaldine residents look back to 
it with fond memories. The heavy works on the section necessitated the employ- 
ment of a very large number of hands, the whole supplies for whom were drawn 
from Bogantungan ; the thirty hotels did an immense business, and storekeepers, 
blacksmiths and wlieelwrights, were amassing fortunes. The " rush" for carriers 
materially helped ou this happy stute of affairs ; the disastrous drought had not 
set in ; and in consequence of a healthy state of the wool market at home, com- 
bined with the introduction of capital— principally by Victorians — into the Barcoo

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district, improvements were being made in all directions upon the large runs, which 
were only now being systematically stocked and worked. Carriers were in great 
demand,' and instead of a rate of carriage varying from £10 to £12 per ton as 
obtained at the Comet, as much as £30 per ton was paid for a distance at least a 
third shorter. Q.uick trips were made, and as much as £300 was refused for a 
team of bullocks with waggon and tackling. The carriers had happy times, fondly 
called " the good old days." Bogantungan consisted of several streets, was most 
pleasantly situated, nestling as it did in the valley and upon the side of one of the 
hills comprising the Drummond Range. But although the soil was admirably 
adapted for fruit growing, no one thought of such a thing — there were no attempts 
made to give the town stability ; what a contrast to our American cousins, by the 
way ! Had an effort been made in this dh'ection Bogantungan would now have 
been a great producing centre for the west ; instead of which, with the pushing on 
of the line, the " crowd" pushed on also, and Bogantungan is now practically for- 
gotten. Thousands of blocks show where houses have been ; of the school which 
accommodated 300 scholars with comfort, only a wing remains ; piece by piece the 
building has been removed westward — some of it went to Pine Hill, and about half 
of it to Barcaldine ; one hotel represents the thirty that flourished there a few 
years ago, and one small store, we believe, remains. 'Tis a pity 'tis true. To here 
the land extending right from Westwood is of very little use for settlement, but in 
the neighbourhood of Withersfield and round St. Helens and Annkie, some good 

r patches exist, and we must not pass on without awarding Messrs. Gibson & Allen 
a line of praise for their efforts in the prosecution of agriculture. Shortly after 
the Withersfield section was completed, these gentlemen took up some scrub land 
about four miles from the station, and expended almost all the capital at their 
command in clearing and planting it with fruit trees and vegetables. They also 
introduced the Egyptian system of irrigation, and finding, although competing 
against the " yellow agony," that they were securing a profitable market for their 
produce, they are about — if it has not already come to pass — employing steam 
power for their irrigation works. A year or so ago Messrs. Gibson & Allen tested 
the Barcaldine market, but they found the railway department gave them so little 
encouragement by moderating rates of carriage, that in consequence of high freights 
and ridiculous charges for returned empties, they have to confine their business to 
places nearer home. The bona fide selector deserves some little encouragement, 
and with the Commissioners now at the head of affairs, we may hope for a revision of 

¥ the tariff, that will not only encourage the first European agriculturists on the 
Central Railway line to extend their connections, but induce others to follow in 
the same direction. Thei-e is an unlimited market, not only up and down the line, 
but among the numerous towns within easy trafficable distance of the railway. 
Bogantungan enjoyed, as was before remarked, wonderful prosperity for a couple 
of years ; when Pine Hill, twenty-six miles further on, was opened. Why 

PINE HILL, 

Is hard to imagine ; there are no hills and no pines. A " creek" stagnates a 
short distance from the town, which was built upon an old mud flat. The town 
will not be forgotten by "line" residents. The hundreds of passing teams — for 
the carrying traffic was as busy as ever it was— pulverised the mud into impalpable 
dust as fine as flour, and for twelve months the residents put in a most wretched 
existence. A great drought had set in to make matters worse, and although the 
distance to Blackall could be performed with ease in from a fortnight to three 
weeks, carriage steadily increased to £30 per ton. The sheds were crammed with 
goods for the western towns and stations, and carriers hurried with their loads and 
back again empty for more. The Great Western Carrying Company started in 
opposition to Wright, Heaton & Co., and they induced a large number of teams to 
come from the southern colonies, and from the Northern and Southern and West- 
ern lines. The number of strangers arriving within a month was estimated at from 
300 to 500 teams. A crash came, and a serious one it was too. There being no 
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difficult range to cross, and the distance for delivery of loading comparatively 
short, quick trips were naturally made, and the sheds soon became emptied ; be- 
sides this the drought caused a suspension of improvements — no more material 
coming forward. Many of the wise ones hurried away again ; but others remained 
hoping for a break up of the drought and a consequent fillip to business. But it 
never came. The railway receipts soon began to show a lamentable decrease week 
after week, and this urged the Government to hurry on the extension of the line 
to the good country in the west. 

ALPHA 

Was the next section opened ; the migration from Pine Hill was but a little 
one, and the majority of those who settled at Alpha remain there to this day. 
Being the terminus for the Tambo traffic, Alpha enjoys some measure of prosperity, 
and the two hotels there do a steady business. Mr. S. B. Williams, J.P., has a 
fine store, and the blacksmith's and saddler's business are also represented. A 
Police Court is held at intervals, and a provisional state school is conducted by a 
lady teacher recently from Kockliampton, the scholars numbering twenty -four. A 
Jockey Club has recently been formed, and about £100 disbursed in prices at the 
last annual meeting, held on the 19th July. The neighboring stations are 
Surbiton, Beaufort, Hobartville, and Alpha, principally devoted to cattle. The 
Alpha saw-mills, owned by Messrs. Powell & Cooper, supply principally the well- 
•known cypress pine timber, which exists in the scrubs in almost unlimited 
quantities. The timber is very knotty, and rather difficult to work, but its aromatic 
smell renders it white ant proof, and it is impervious to dry rot. It is one of our 
most useful timbers, but it is only during late years its excellent durable qualities 
have been appreciated by the Works Department. Until about five years 
ago, all Government buildings in the west were erected of kauri, or Maryborough 
pine, or hardwood, thus enormously enhancing the cost of erection, and oftentimes 
' preventing the work of necessary buildings being undertaken. The output from 
the Alpha mill is considerable ; large quantities of the timber are despatched from 
Alpha to Barcaldine, and from thence by team — even as far out as Canterbury in 
the West, and Vindex in the North. Along the road to Tambo, Messrs. Patter- 
son's Birkshead sawmill is situated. The firm have imported a quantity of new 
machinery, including an American planing machine, and a large trade is done with 
the Tambo and Warrego districts in one direction, and Blackall and west in the 
mother. Small quantities of timber are despatched by rail to the terminus. The 
road from Alpha to Tambo is a dry on? in daintily reasons, and it is unfortunate 
that the bore put down at Stewart's — which is about the centre of a dry stage, 
about seventy-five miles from Tambo — was a failure, being abandoned at 2000 feet. 
Taylor's line of coaches runs regularly from Alpha to Tambo. 

BETA. 

Was merely a coaching centre ; there was no accommodation whatever for 
coach passengers for the night, and the authorities allowed the railway carriages to 
be used as bedrooms. Early in 1885, the iron horse reached the spinifex country, 
and 

JERICHO, 

On Jordan Creek, — named after Henry Jordan, the pioneer of that country — 
was established. Being the terminus for the Blackall traffic, it was expected the 
town would assume some importance, and a great rush set in from Pine Hill. 
Indeed, the people, as if it were to shake the dust off their feet, " cleared out" on 
manse, and, within three montliB, Jericho consisted of a street over a mile in 
length. But the drought had ruined the prosperity of tho Central districts for a 
time ; carriers had little or nothing to do, and indeed a journey west was only under- 
taken with the risk of losing half the team. Eutes were high; but carriers had to 
carry their own feed, and often take a water cart with them. But Jericho was not 
long to remain a terminus. The undulating country had been reached, and the rail- 
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way mak?ng consisted almost solely of laying the rails on the unbroken surface. As 
an instance of the simplicity of the construction upon this section, we are credibly in- 
formed only 2000 yards of excavation were needed between Jericho and Barcal- 
dine, a distance of fifty-four miles. The Government put down a bore at Jericho, 
with a Wright & Edwards' plant ; at a depth of 250 feet, a small supply of 
water was struck, but no means are being employed for utilising the water. Since 
the opening to Barcaldine, the township, with its Blackall trade, is a quiet enough 
one, with a population of about 100 all told. Of three hotels, the chief is kept by 
Mr. Charles Furber, the first to squat down on the township site ; Mr. H. Savage 
has a store and butcher's shop, and various other businesses are represented. The 
attendance at the Provisional School, under Mrs. O'Loan, fluctuates considerably ; 
as a rule twenty can be mustered, but the attendance has been as high as 30. The 
school premises are a disgrace to the town, and are of slabs and bark ; in former 
days the building was the " Currajong" Hotel, a venture of the late Mr. J. Monahan, 
The police station is quite a comfortable residence, but the Sergeant has little to 
do beyond looking after the trackers under him, The Jericho Racing Club still 
exists, the surrounding neighbours being ardent sportsmen. Mr. R. Buff ham has 
at Jericho the only soap works in tho Barcoo district ; he does a large business 
with the surrounding stations and towns ; in addition to making a good article, he 
has the advantage over the coast of short railage and road carriage. We have not 
learned Mr. Buffharn's output, but it is said to be considerable for a small works. 
Cobb & Co.'s coaches start from here for Blackall. At the 

ALICE, 

The contractors for the eighth section, Messrs. O'Rourke & Ahern, had their 
offices, and repairing shops, and when the line reached this place a small township 
sprang up, which lasted until Barcaldine was reached by the iron horse. Alice, 
named after the river there, is the station for Delta and Lochnagar. Near the 
Alice are the celebrated Springs. The " Springs" is a circular flat destitute of 
timber, but covered with an abundance of grass. Mud springs exist in all 
directions ; pure clean water bubbles to the surface, and rushes away in rivulets, 
only to be lost in the earth again in a few yards. The spi'ings were of inestimable 
value during the drought, and suffered no diminution during that dry time. 

BARCALDINE. 

At Back Creek, 25 miles from Barcaldine, exists an artesian well, which, 
although only about 250 feet deep, gives a never-failing supply of water. During 
the early months of Barcaldine, when no local supply was available, the water 
from this bore was all the inhabitants had to depend upon, and it was equal to the 
demand. The railway engines still draw supplies from Back Creek bore, the water 
from which is pumped into large tanks by means of an Althouse windmill. In 
September, 188G, Lagoon Creek consisted of Shakspeare's Hotel, brought from Pino 
Hill, and several tents ; but in a few weeks the exodus set in from Jericho, and 
when the station of Lagoon Creek (since called Barcaldine) was opened in 
December, the town had assumed formidable proportions. Although " 358 
miles" did not terminate the section — the line being actually carried over 
the downs 12 miles further west — the Government promised not to open 
the line at the twelve-mile, and subsequently further promised not to open a 
station between here aud Longreach, 64 miles from Barcaldine, a place intended 
for a terminus, for some years to come. The " rush" to Barcaldine was unpre- 
cedented in the annals of Central Railway history. Both Aramac and Blackall 
being in close proximity, each sent settlers to tho new township. Tho 
proprietors of the Western Champion newspapor removed their plant from 
Blackall, and one of Blackall's leading storekeepers also sent a portion of his 
stock and opened a branch. An Aramac storekeeper intended doing likewise, 
but noticing the place gave promise of being overdoue, wisely remained where 
he was. Barcaldine has gained such a notoriety through its famous bore 
that it will be interesting to deal with the town at some little length. First and 
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foremost visitors will be disappointed when they see Barcaldine. The mistakes of 
the Kail way Department committed at Pine Hill and Jericho are repeated here, 
for a dustier or sandier site for a township it would be impossible to find in a day's 
march. The town is built on a sandy ridge, and during the dry season clouds of 
fine sand cover everything as with a garment. Had the site been chosen half a 
mile further west the sand would have been avoided, and the town built upon a 
sandy-cum-blacksoil elevation. Until the Kargoolnah Divisional Board metalled 
the roadway, teams had to plough through the main street up to their axletrees ; 
and the side and back streets were in a similar condition. The Kargoolnah 
Divisional Board, in which division Barcaldine is situated, have done much in 
making the footpaths and crossings, a cement found close to town in Lagoon Creek 
answering the purpose admirably ; indeed asphalt would scarcely be an improve- 
ment. The town is admirably laid out, and shows a permanency not evident in 
other railway townships. The north side of the line is devoted to the railway 
department and carriers' camp, on the south side facing the line is the main 
thoroughfare, Oak-street, which is fully a mile in length, and consisting of eleven 
hotels, half a dozen stores (not counting Chinamen), Q..N. Bank, Bank of N.S.W., 
builders and contractors, tailors, shoemakers, dressmakers, billiard saloons — in 
short, all trades are thriving. The parallel street on the north contains various 
agencies, the Champion steam printing works, blacksmiths, Cobb & Co.'s, &c, with 
» a few private cottages ; on the southern side are reserves of five acres each, upon which 
are erected the Government buildings— Court House, Police quarters and lock-up, 
post and telegraph office and State School, with playshed, &c. There is a reserve be- 
tween the Post Office and State School for School of Arts. All the five-acre 
blocks are neatly fenced, generally with posts, top rail, and netting. The next 
street south contains private houses, of which there are a large number, nearly all 
with a little garden, and creeper-covered verandahs. The soil is very suitable for 
growing fruit and flowers, the sand containing abundant moisture. As a fact 
water can be found anywhere after moderate rains by sinking a few feet. The 
population numbers about 1000, the State School attendance averages 240 in round 
numbers. There is a neat R.C. Church, until recently under Father Comerford, 
and the Protestants have to content themselves with the P.M. Church, conducted 
by the Eev. J. Pike. A minister's residence has also been built. Of our institu- 
tions the first is, of course, the bore. Although cast in the shade somewhat by the 
subsequent discovery at Blackall, still we may speak of our bore with a great deal 
of pride; for was not the first artesian water ever struck on the Barcoo found at 
Barcaldine ? Through the energy shown by the Member for the Barcoo, Mr. F. 
R. Murphy, the Government decided upon putting down a bore at Barcaldine by 
means of the pole system introduced by Mr. J. S. Loughead, and the railway 
reserve, near the triangle, was chosen as a suitable site. After about three 
weeks' actual work water was struck at G45 ft. on the evening of Fi'iday, the 16th 
of December, 1887, and boring was continued until 090 ft, was reached when 
operations ceased, the water flowing over the surface of the 12 in. diameter pipe. 
The water is 101 deg. Fahr., is perfectly clear and soft, and very slightly mineralised 
with sulphur and magnesia. Upon tests being made the outflow was found to 
equal 175,000^ gals, per day ; the water was compressed into a four-inch pipe, and 
runs away by means of a goose-neck. The bore is surrounded by a building of 
wood and iron, and the inhabitants bathe in the water (which is said to possess 
similar health-giving proprieties to that of the celebrated Carlsbad well 
in Germany), without let or hindrance. The water is used by householders 
for all purposes, and the overflow runs down Lagoon Creek, reaching as far 
as the Alice River, nine miles away, where it runs a perennial stream. A 
second bore was put down in 1889 on subui-ban allotments purchased by 
Mr. I). McLaughlin for woolscouring purposes. The artesian water was struck at 
a depth of 590 feet, and the flow was about equal to that from the Government well. 
The Victoria Hospital is worthy of special mention. This useful institution is the 
outcome, principally, of Mrs. Francis, wife of a recent P.M., who thought a fitting 
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celebration of the Queen's Jubilee would be to establish a cottage hospital ; the 
limit being six beds. But the institution when once successfully inaugurated was 
found to be so useful, that the word " cottage" was eliminated from its title, and a few 
more beds added to it. The accommodation was subsequently found to be totally 
inadequate to the demands upon it, and the Government having voted £1000 for 
a new building a large ward capable of accommodating twenty patients has just been 
added. Dr. Gumming is surgeon of the institution. The number of patients 
treated last year was 147 and the income of the hospital is about £800 per annum. 
Then there is a Town Hall in the main street, which will accommodate an 
audience of 300. The stage and other appointments are perfect, and the building 
is a most creditable one. The Foresters have also erected a hall, which is avail- 
able for public gatherings, &c. A magnificent site having been granted for a race- 
course on the downs about three miles to the north of the town, the land has been 
securely fenced, and a grand-stand with several other improvements have been com- 
pleted. The course is one of the best in Queensland ; it is oval in shape, perfectly 
flat, and measures one mile exactly. The Central Racing Club gave £600 last July 
in prizes, and was able to put by a surplus of £300 from that meeting. The Club 
already enjoys the reputation of being the most liberally patronised of any in the 
district. An amateur turf club under the presidency of Mr. F. R. Murphy, 
M.L.A., has lately been formed, and will hold annual meetings on the B.C.R.C. 
-bourse. The "Comet" Lodge of Freemasons, E.C., which had been moved from 
the Comet as each successive terminus opened, has its headquarters here, the hall 
being an unpretentious two-storyed affair of iron, but beautifully furnished 
inside ; " Court Friar Tuck" A.O. Foresters, have a membership of over 100 
here, and a di'um and fife band, and the " Barcaldine" Lodge of Oddfellows, 
M.U., started with 32 members in June, 1888, has now over 80 members, 
and a brass band of 20 performers under the management of Mr. Will 
Chandler. In November, 1889, Messrs. Campbell, James & James, to keep 
pace with their increasing printing business, built additional premises, and 
imported new and improved machinery, and in January printed the Western 
Champion by steam power. A pound has been established in the town, 
i and an attempt is being made to include Barcaldine in a municipality under the 
" Local Government Act," it being found impracticable for local matters to be pro- 
perly attended to by the Board, owing to its centre being situated so far from this 
place, 07 miles, and the expense attendant upon local representatives attending the 
monthly meetings. Barcaldine is the centre of Cobb & Co's. western coaching 
system. From here, coaches radiate in all directions, to Blackall and Tambo 
(until recently, and probably will again), and thence via Charleville to Brisbane ; 
to Isisford and the far west, even to Birdsville, on the South Australian border ; 
to Aramac, Muttaburra, Winton, and thence to Hughonden and the north; 
Blagden's coaches run as far as Muttaburra, and Mr. J. Willett's line brings the 
township of Arrilalah (Forest Grove) within easy distance (80 miles of the 
terminus). The District Court of Barcaldine is held twice a year before His 
Honor Judge Miller. The great industry at present of Barcaldine is the wool- 
scouring works owned by Mr. D. McLaughlin, full particulars of which will be 
found elsewhere. Barcaldine is the headquarters of the Queensland Employers 
Association (S. Sharwood, secretary), an association of pastoralists with a capital 
of over £5000 ; the Queensland Carriers Union (Mr. A. Parnell, secretary and 
agent), which now numbers 300 members, representing 400 teams, but nearly all 
the funds have been invested in the Labor Federation ; and the Queensland 
Laborers Union (Mr. Thomas McGregor, secretary), which has over 3000 
members, and accumulated funds of some £2000. The Barcoo District Council 
of the Labor Afllliation also have their Chambers at Barcaldine. Finally, the 
climate of Barcaldine is most salubrious; the breezes off the downs rendering it 
a most desirable place of residence during the drying heat of midsummer. 
Barcaldine has recently been created a first-class meteorological station. 
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TAMBO. 

The oldest town on the Barcoo is undoubtedly Tambo, formed in 1862 by a 
party of explorers, Messrs. Allan, Living, and others, who took up the adjacent 
country on the head of the Victoria — as the Barcoo was originally named. And 
as successive years rolled on, Tambo maintained its original position, and has 
practically been unchanged for the past 20 years. Its people are settled and con- 
tented and since a number of selectors have taken up the surrounding resumed 
areas, it is likely to assume greater importance than it has hitherto done. One of 
the first institutions was tho racing club — the Great Western Downs Jockey Club 
— the 27th annual ireeting of which was held last May. An old settler, Mr. E. D 
arries, held the secretaryship for over twenty years, and principally through his 
nergy the Club became one of the most favorably known in Queensland. Its 
money prizes wero upon a most liberal scale, and even now, although surrounding 
townships have deprived it of a considerable amount of patronage, it is one of the 
leading clubs in the western district. Tambo possesses a Divisional Board, and in 
consequence it enjoys a tolerably made main street, with properly constructed 
footpaths. The roads over the downs require but little attention, but a consider- 
able amount of work has been done in making safe crossings over the numerous 
reeks within the Division. A large hospital, the Mitchell and Warrego, is most 
liberally supported, and the officers are never put to straits for want of funds. In 
clerical matters Tambo has always been backward until a couple of years ago, 
w*hen a Mr. Nelson dying and bequeathing a sum of money to the Presbyterian 
cause at Tambo, it was determined to build a church, and establish a minister in 
the town. The result was that on the 24th June, 1888, one of the prettiest little 
hurches in the colony was opened at Tambo, and although nearly £1000 has 
been expended, only a small debt (if any) remains. The population of Tambo 
township does not possibly exceed 400 ; within the district 800. The town 
depends solely upon the pastoral interest, and drovers passing through with stock. 
Tambo was chosen a site for an artesian well, and the plant worked by Messrs. 
Woodley & Fair was successful in striking a magnificent supply at a temperature 
of 80 degs, at a depth of 900 feet. Bores were since put, down on Lansdowne and 
Tambo station. The town, however, enjoyed a fair water supply, the Government 
having constructed a large reservoir thero twelve years ago. Among the earliest 
settlers in Tambo were the brothers Whitman ; they had the first hotel in the 
township, but having a desire to push out further inland, disposed of their property 
ttf Mr. P. J. Phillips (now mayor of Blackall) in due course, and established a 
town on the lower Barcoo called Wittown after them, but re-christened Isisford 
1881 by the Government. New police quarters and lockup have been completed 
and a District Court is held every six months. 

BLACKALL 

a municipal town 00 miles west of Tambo, and 67 miles from Barcaldine. It is 
quite a modern township compared with Tambo, only coming iuto note in the 
early part of 1870. Mr. J. R. Lomax formed the first hotel and store, and had 
hat little trade there was to himself for many years. Next, Wm. Elliott and 
tVm. Kewley, both now prosperous selectors, settled in the embyro town, and soon 
population gathered from the coastal districts. As early as 1875 the Barcoo 
Pastoral Society and Barcoo Racing Club were flourishing institutions, the latter a 
ouplo of years later giving prizes second only to Brisbane in value. In June, 
1879, a newspaper was started in the town, which quickly grew into importance by 
leaps and bounds. All the neighboring stations were going in extensively for ijn- 
rovements — fencing, buildings, and dam-making — and the town was enabled to 
support a large population. Its people became settled, and at the present day 
Blackall has the proud position of " Queen of the West." It is really prettily 
situated in the centre of undulating plains, upon a sandy ridge, and runs parallel 
with the Barcoo River. It has wide streets, footpaths properly made and kerbed, 
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and, in Shamrock-street, the main thoroughfare, bauhinia trees were planted at 
intervals, not only relieving the eye with the dense foliage, but affording an agree- 
able shade. Last July, however, those occupying the centre of the street were cut 
down by order of the Mayor, much to the indignation of the townspeople, who 
were justly proud of their trees. In 1881 the town was incorporated under "The 
Local Government Act," and Mr. P. O'Malley, a popular hotel-keeper, chosen first 
Mayor ; he held office for three years. He was succeeded by Mr. W. R. Irwin, 
since deceased; Mr. T. H. Slater, now of Sydney; Mr. L. Ryder, who went to 
Croydon ; Mr. C. J. James, now of Barcaldine ; Mr. E. H. "Wicker, still in business 
n Blackall ; and Mr. P. J. Phillips, who now fills the Mayoral chair. Blackall, with 
s population of 650 souls, or 1750 within the Blackall district, possesses many in- 
itutions. The District Hospital is one of the most important ; it was erected in 
881, and has since been three times enlarged, making it now the largest institution 
of the kind in the Central District outside of Rockhampton. As many as 40 
patients have been treated at once, drawn from all parts of the district — from 
places as far off as Windorah. The demands upon the resources of the institution 
ave at times placed the committee in sore need of funds, especially during the 
drought, and at one time the idea of closing the Hospital was seriously entertained j 
.but happily financial difficulties were overcome, and, let us hope, now the seasons 
are once more propitious, the committee will never have cause to entertain for one 
moment a thought of closing the Hospital. The grounds have been securely 
f#nced, and trees planted within the enclosure. The recreation reserve is a wooded 
belt, comprising 43 acres, under the control of the Municipal Council ; being 
within easy distance of town it is a pleasureable resort, and the annual picnics of 
the school children are held there. The artesian well at Blackall has served not a 
little to bring the town into notoriety. The well was commenced at the end of 
1885, by Mr. J. D. Arnold, on behalf of the Queensland Government Water 
Supply Department, but so numerous were the breakages, and so unsatisfactorily 
did the cable system apparently work that the " Blackall Pioneer" became a stand- 
ing joke throughout the district;, and public faith in boring for artesian water was 
abandoned for a time ; until Messrs. Woodley & Fair arriving in the colony with 
the Canadian pole system, a contract was made with them for continuing the bore 
to a depth of 2500 feet if necessary. At the end of April water was struck at 1650 
feet, and in such a volume as to completely eclipse the bore at Barcaldine. The 
temperature of the water was found to be* 119 deg., at which it continues, and it 
appears to be freer from minerals than the supply struck at Barcaldine. Upon 
being officially measured the well was found to flow at the rate of over 300,000 
gallons per day. The water filled all the waterholes in the Barcoo River, 
practically turning that watercourse into a perennial stream, much to the delight 
of the half-dozen Chinese gardeners camped upon its banks. The gardeners 
monopolise nearly the whole of the town frontage to the Barcoo, and have been 
allowed to remain on sufferenco since the Council was formed in 1881. Several 
obstructing free access to the billabongs were removed early last year, after appeal 
to the law courts upon several occasions. The Barcoo Pastoral Society has a 
ueatly fenced enclosure at the western end of the town ; ample sheds and yards 
have been erected, but owing to the drought, which it is scarcely needless to stato 
practically ruined the pastoral industry, the shows were abandoned for several 
years, and were only resuscitated in June, 1888, with very indifferent success ; 
since which time no exhibitions have been held. Blackall is the centre of a great 
racing community, and its annual meeting is looked upon as the event of the year. 
In the early days, when three great district meeting used to be hold, viz.: at 
Tambo, Blackall, and Aramac, the Central Club used to disburse about £1000 in 
prizes, but of late years every township — no matter how small— has its race club, 
which of course deprived the Blackall Club of a certain amount of patronage, 
hence smaller prizes were awarded ; still, at the last race meeting, over £600 was 
paid away, which goes to show that the district still retains its claim as a sporting 
one. The racecourse is situated about one and a-half miles from town, and is as

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level as a bowling green ; it lias a capacious grand-stand, and all necessary 
accessories for the conduct of a first-class meeting. In churches, the R.C. body 
possess a pretty little edifice constructed of locally-made brick ; the P.M. Church 
was transferred to the Presbyterian body, and shortly afterwards turned into a 
newspaper office ; the Church of England folk have erected a parsonage at a cost 
of £500 ; a grant of £500 was promised by an anonymous donor in England 
towards building a church, but through some misunderstanding the money was not 
forthcoming, and the resident clergyman threw up the parish in disgust. The 
Rev. A. E. Hammick has now taken charge of the parish, and matters are so far 
smoothed over that it is possible a church will be erected ere long. The 
" Blackall" Lodge of Freemasons, E.C., possesses a beautifully furnished brick 
hall, and the M.U.I.O.O.F. have a lodge of 50 members. The' Town Hall is the 
largest building in the west ; it is 65 feet long by 47 feet wide, is constructed of 
cypress pine and hardwood, and cost £1500, the money having been borrowed by 
the Municipal Council from the Government for the purpose. The interest and 
redemption of loan is covered by the rents received for the use of the building. 
All businesses are well represented in Blackall, and trade is fairly brisk. The 
town boasts of a newspaper, entitled The Jiarcoo Independent, leased from a local 
company by Mr. A. Gross, and is well patronised. The town is, of course, 
dependent chiefly upon the pastoral industry, but a lot of business is done with 
passing drovers and other travellers. Frost's line of coaches leave Blackall weekly 
for Isisford, and there is a through coach line to Jericho. The town possesses a 
splendid dam, covering four acres, vested in the Municipal Council. Towards the 
end of 1886 the Queensland Shearers Union was formed, the primiary object of the 
institution being the keeping up of wages. Four shillings per score is now paid 
throughout the district, and relations between master and servant are very good ; 
perfect unanimity exists among the working classes, and, consequently, the Union 
has become very strong, numbering at the end of November about 3000 members 
with a capital of about £5000. Mr. W. Kewley is the secretary. The Marsupial 
Board for the district has its headquarters at Blackall, as also has the Kargooluah 
'Divisional Board. The public buildings at Blackall are substantially built and 
commodious. The gaol for the district is hero, there is a new lockup and police 
quarters, the court-house has every convenience (District Court is held here every 
half-year), and the P.M. and Inspector of Police have large well-built residences. 
TJie Post and Telegraph office, completed in 1882, is a structure not unlike the 
one at Barcaldine ; this is a repeating station and a meteorological office of the 
second class. The State School has been enlarged several times ; the accommoda- 
tion is now barely enough for its scholars, under the able tuition of Mr. G. C. 
iNeech. J. L. Butler & Co.'s line of coaches runs to the terminus weekly. 

DOWN THE RIVER. 

Some ninety-five miles from Blackall, is Isisford, a small prosperous township 
'on Messrs. Oliver, Smith & Co.'s Isis Downs run. The township was formed by 
the Whitmans in 1870 — I believe — and was called Wittown after them. The 
township possesses an excellent court-house, two well-furnished stores, two hotels, 
'and several other businesses are represented. The Isisford Jockey Club is a lively 
institution, and after the last meeting the Club paid away about £550 in prizes. 
T|ie course is excellent and slightly improved. The Q..N. Bank has a branch 
hKre. Isisford is a place of call for drovers, the camp being a good one. Follow- 
ing down the river we have Welford (a township — there is already a public-house, 
telegraph office, and a racing club), Stonehenge and Jundah. Stonehenge gives 
fcpromise of becoming a town of some importance. Several additional buildings 
Phave recently been erected, and the Barcoo Divisional Board (which has its head 
quarters here) are, at time of writing, about erecting a hall. Jundah was formed by 
Mr. J. Lonergan, and is a busy little place owing to the vast numbers of stock passing 
for Bourke and other places. Still following down the Barcoo— which is now called 
Cooper's Creek— we come to Stoney Point— the outpost of civilisation a few years 
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ago — about 300 miles from Blackall. Now under the name of Windorah it is a 
liriving township ; the Whitmans pushed out here and own about half the place, 
he surrounding country is principally used for cattle breeding. Sixty miles 
irther S.W. again is the " J.C." waterhole, a fine reach in the Cooper. Five years 
go Mr. C. H. Gibbs, of Ipswich, built a store and hotel, and some other venture- 
ome spirits also settled on the " J.C." The name was altered to Canterbury, and 
Mr. Gribbs, meeting with a severe domestic affliction, disposed of the whole of his 
jroperty on the Cooper to the Messrs. Whitman. Canterbury now boasts of a 
opulation of about thirty, and on the 24th May gave away about £100 in prizes at 
race meeting. These towns have all come into importance through the extension 
' the electric telegraph system to the far west. The township of Birdsville is 
ght on the South Australian border. It is a great centre for stock travelling 
own the Diamantiua via Boulia and Bedouri, a township formed several years ago 
y Mr. A. J. Haylock, of Blackall. The stock route down the Diamantiua from 
Boulia is one of the best in the Australian colonies, in the driest season there is a 
apply of water and a mouthful of grass to be found. It is the outpost in the 
orth-west, and is, I believe, 150 miles beyond Winton. Its inhabitants barely 
umber 100, but in a few years it will be a large town. 

WINTON 

s^he " City of the Plains." It possesses some of the most energetic men in the 
olony. Business has always been brisk since Winton's foundation eleven years 
%go. It was originally intended to form the township at Collingwood, on Western 
~!reek, four miles from the present site ; but for certain reasons — we do not now 
bmember them — the present locality was chosen in preference, and the one or two 
ouses already erected moved on. There are two banks in Winton — the Q.N. and 
le New South Wales. Both have excellent banking premises ; far and away be- 
ore the Blackall bank premises, where the structures are indeed miserable and 
uite unworthy of such an important town. Winton has about 700 inhabitants, 
nd scarcely knows what "depression" means. Even during the drought the 
usiness folks were in the height of prosperity, owing to the large quantities of 
ock travelling down the Diamantina. The hospital, however, does not receive 
le liberal support it deserves, and upon more than one occasion the committee were 
pon the point of closing the institution. The Divisional Board has its head 
quarters here, also the Marsupial Board. Judge Miller holds a District Court every 
■six*' months. A weekly journal is printed in the town — the Winton Herald — owned 
by Mr. D. H. Maxwell. The plant was formerly used at Aramac, and about 
elve years ago it printed a Copperfield paper. A project on foot to publish a 
;cond newspaper in the town is meeting with success. The great institution of the 
istrict is the North Gregory Jockey Club. As in all the western towns racing- is 
berally indulged in, and anyone owning a horse is ever ready to back him to win. 
wo meetings are held annually, and the prizes offered compare favorably with 
Jger towns in the district. Winton is a coaching centre ; from it Cobb & Co. run 
aches to Boulia, Hugheudou and Muttaburra. There are Masonic and Odd- 
llows lodges. 

MUTTABURRA 

Is reached after travelling a day and a-half over treeless plains, beautifully grassed. 
This is the celebrated sheep country, every acre of which has been taken up. 
Muttaburra is one of the old towns of the Mitchell district ; possesses a Hospital, 
Court House, &c., and a District Court is hold every six mouths. It is built in one 
'mg street, and wears a very settled aspect. A number of its inhabitants moved 
mrif with the rush to Croydon two or three years ago, but soveral have since returned, 
■ud others are returning, The Government business is generally worked in con- 
junction with Aramac — 5G miles south-east. There is a good District Hospital, 
ft first-class Jockey Club, and the Marathon District Pastoral and Agricultural 
Society holds its show here, alternating annually with Aramac. The Q.N. 
Bank have a branch, and the District Hospital is supported as such a laudable 
institution should be. The principal stations are Bowen Downs and Mount Cornish 
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LONGREACH. 

(Thompson Biver.)

ARAMAC 

s a quiet, easy-going sort of township. Five years ago, when it had its local 
aper, the town was lively enough, but since that time its rival — Winton — seems to 
ave taken a lot of its trade and energy away. However, as the country around it 
becomes settled, an era of prosperity will again set in. The Q.N. Bank has a 
branch in the town. The Jockey Club held a successful meeting last June ; the 
M.D.P. and A. Show held its " annual" here last year, but the exhibition was not 
entirely successful, owing to the lack of competition. The District Court held at 
Aramac has been removed to Barcaldine, 42 miles away, but the towns- 
>eople had the privilege of serving as jurymen at Barcaldine, much to their disgust. 
This has since been remedied. The Aramac Hospital is a large and ably-conducted 
institution, not unlike the Blackall one in appearance, before the new wing was 
was added. The Aramac Divisional Board is one of the best conducted in the 
cofbny ; its funds have been most judicially laid out, principally in water conserva- 
tion along the main roads. The Board have recently erected a hall. The Marsupial 
Board also has its headquarters here. The town boasts prosperous Masonic 
,nd Oddfellows' lodges. The principal storekeepers are James Cashion and H. R. 
irown & Co., but there are numerous small stores, and trades are well represented, 
oaches leave here for the railway, and for Forest Grove (re-christened Arrilalah 
y the Government, much to the displeasure of the residents of that growing 
ownship). 

ARRILALAH (Forest Grove) 

s an important camping place on the Thompson, and situated about 30 miles from 
he proposed township of Longreach, the futui'e terminus of the Central Railway. 

Messrs. Mullaly, Rees & Co., and J. C. Marshall do the chief business of the town, 

which will become an important centre as soon as the telegraph wire reaches it. 

The police (under Senior-constable M. J. Carmody) enjoy new and commodious 

premises. 

LONGREACH 

's but 30 miles from Arrilalah, and is attracting some attention, owing to the pro- 
gress of the railway construction. At the first sale of Longreach town lots, which 
took place at Barcaldine in December, 1888, competition was very keen, and £2800 
was realised by the sale. The site is a very pretty one, situated as it is upon a 
I stony knoll, and within a mile and a-half of a permanent waterholc in the Thomp- 
LRiver, seven miles in length. Several hotels and stores are already erected on the 
■dlotments purchased at the sales held of town lots, and a considerable amount of 
Rmsiness is being transacted, the stock route running right through the town. 
Willett's coaches are the means of communication with the railway. Upon West- 
land run, near here, Mr. Keith put down a bore for the D.D. and W. Land Co,, 
but although over 2000 feet was reached, a supply of water was not struck, and the 
bore has been abandoned. 

WELLSHOT. 

■ Following down the surveyed railway line wo reach, on Wellshot run, No. 3 
Whore, being one of the succession of bores contracted for by Mr. J. S. Loughead, on 
! behalf of the Queensland Government. The bore was down 1100 feet, when a big 
, smash occurred, all the tools being jambed in the hole, necessitating the abandon- 
ment of the work. A township has been surveyed near here, and one hotel at pre- 
sent represents the town.

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"ARTESIA."

SALTERN, 

me miles east, is merely a station for Saltern Creek, Tara, and other stations, 
he line was opened here in January, 1890. There is a post office, but very little 
isiness is transacted. Twelve miles across rolling downs once more brings the 
raveller to Barcaldine — the city of the " double bore." 
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iFTER leaving Bogantuugan the ascent of the Drummond Range begins. The 
survey of the railway across this most formidable range occupied a 
period of two years, the different routes being one after the other 
rejected, until that of Mr. Hannam was accepted. It crosses the 
mountain at what is known as Hannam's G-ap, at a height of 1717 
eet above sea level. The country here is picturesque, and the climate 
salubrious. In the middle of summer, the mountain breezes and the cool 
emperature prove most refreshing and invigorating after a long sojourn on 
he heated plains below. Indeed, at one time the Government seems to have 
ontemplated the establishment of a sanatorium on the range, as a survey was made 
of township allotments on the summit of the mountain, adjacent to the railway 
■ation, at Hannam's Gap. The lots, however, were never offered for sale, and the 
roposed sanatorium is still a dream of the future. The sides of the range are 
•lothed with abundance of coarse gi'ass, suitable for grazing cattle upon ; and a 
portion of the herd from Beaufort station are scattered about this portion of the 
country. The flats and gullies show a rich brown soil, which may be easily 
cultivated ; and as there is no lack of running water in the Medway on one side, 
ud in smaller streams on the other, there is no reason why settlers should not be 
ble to combine cattle raising with agriculture in this attractive and healthy place, 
'hero have been no discoveries of minerals in the Drummond Range ; but as the 
only portion of it prospected has been where the navvies have been at work, there 
is a possibility that somewhere in its vicinity, coal or precious metal may some day 
be found. The range is supposed by the Government geologist to form a portion 
of the rim of the basin, whence the artesian supplies of water have been drawn, 
and if so there should be no difficulty in obtaining fresh water anywhere there at a 
loderate depth. The country from the Drummond Range to the Belyando River, 
onsists of poor country, but with no scarcity of grass. It is suitable for cattle, 
and several runs in this locality have been occupied for many years by cattle 
)wners. The Belyando Range runs in the direction of the Clermont country. 
About ten years ago these ranges were infested by a very fierce and unconquerable 
tribe of blacks, who gave the settlers an infinite amount of trouble, but they were 
ultimately dispersed by Inspector Douglas ; and during the last few years they

seem either to have died out, or become semi-converts to our civilization. After 
passing through the dense scrubs which fringe the Belyando River, the railway 
enters upon the extensive pastures, watered by the Alpha and Companion Creeks, 
'he country is mostly open forest of box and bloodwood, with occasional black soil 
ats. These extend for a width of about thirty-five miles, with here and there a 
narrow strip of rocky and white sand ridges. It is upon these ridges that the 
valuable cypress pine is found. The timber is a resinous pine growing to a great 
height, and perfectly straight. Its upper branches and foliage, are similar in 
appearance to those of the cypress, whence the timber takes its name. The saw 
mills near Alpha have been cutting this timber for a great many years. It is the 
>nly timber which can successfully stand against the ravages of the white ant, and 
; has consequently been greatly in demand for building purposes on all the western 
bations and western townships. Being of a brittle character when dry, it has not 
been used in the buildings of the railway towns, where the preference is given to the 
Maryboi-ough pine. The country between the Belyando River and the Dividing 
Range is occupied by the runs known as Alpha, Omega, Surbiton and Hobartville. 
The Dividing Range is apparently a very low ridge, and in driving across it is 
lifticult to ascertain when the ascent is completed, or the descent commences. It 
S only by looking along the line, which runs in a perfectly straight direction for 
seven miles from Jericho Railway station to the summit of the range, that an ascent 
of any kind is discernible. There is nothing peculiar about the range, nor anything 
to distinguish it from the adjacent country, yet it is the great water shed of 
Austi'alia. Not many miles to the south of where the Central Railway crosses it, 
there is an unpretending peak, which marks the source of all the great rivers of 
Australia. At this spot on one side trickles down a tiny spring which forms the 
ommencement of the Darling and Murray Rivers. Adjacent to it is the head of 
he Barcoo, which flows into Cooper's Creek and passes out through South Australia ; 
and on the opposite side is the head of the Nogoa, which ultimately flows into the 
Fitzroy. Winding around the base of the range on the Western side is the Jordan, 
or moi"e correctly speaking, the Alice River. It rises in the spurs of the range, 
about 70 miles to the southward, and passes through some of the best cattle country 
n the district. Its numerous Avaterholes afford nearly the whole of the water 
•equired on the well-stocked stations of Glen Bower and Mexico, and also the 
Smaller ones of Burgoyne and Edwiustowe, which depend altogether upon the 
natural supply. In all this country there are clay pans, found principally in 
proximity to the patches of brigalow scrubs scattered around in convenient localities 
Olf these runs ; and a peculiar feature of this same country is that surface springs 
are found in a defined line trending nearly north and south for many miles. From 

I Jericho, a road was opened to Blackall, which is distant about 80 miles. On this 
t-oad the Divisional Board were obliged to conserve water along the entire distance, 
lis there was no natural reservoir. The board have constructed four large tanks 
and two wells, so that there is now no scarcity of water at any time, and in all 
seasons the carriers can travel short stages, with comfort to themselves and their 
teams. After crossing the line at Jericho, the Alice River curves in a northern 
direction, re-crossing the railway at a distance of twenty miles or so. It then 
passes through some rough rangy country on Lochnagar Station, where the Union 
[Mortgage and Agency Company have a large herd of well-bred cattle. There are 
some veiy large permanent waterholes in the river on this station, and they abound 
with fish — bream, perch, and other varieties, some of them weighing 5 lb. and even 
G lb. The Lochnagar Range has not been prospected for minerals ; but quart*; 
reefs are found there, and it has been tested and found to contain gold. From 
Lochnagar, the Alice passes through the extensive run known as Delta, owned by 
Messrs. Niall, Smith & Co. It is principally stocked with cattle, the herd number - 

Pkig about 12,000. The country consists partly of spinifex, and partly of a superior 
fodder grass. It is watered by the Alice River, and also by the Patrick, Mistake, 
and Evora Creeks, which are tributaries of the Alice. The firm has lately purchased 
the adjoining station of Evora, consisting of about 750 square miles of open downs 
and forest country. Upon this run are about 00.000 sheep. Delta run approaches 
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to within ten miles of Barcaldine. Wliere the Alice passes through Baroaldine rim 
adjacent to the town are extensive black soil plains covered with Mitchell grass. 
These plains run down to the bank of the river, where there are permanent water- 
holes. Upon the opposite side, the Lands Department have laid out a number of 
agricultural farms open for selection at a rental of 3d. per acre. All those have 
been taken up, and the selectors appear to bo satisfied with the country for grazing 
purposes. The Alice River passes in a sort of semi-circle around the township 
of Barcaldine, and flows into the Barcoo River after passing through Messrs. Oliver, 
Smith & Oo.'s Avington run. Tt is certainly the prettiest, as it is the best watered, 
river in the western district ; for, although it cannot compete with the Thompson 
as far as the size and depth of one or two reaches are concerned, it can boast of a 
greater number of permanent waterholes : and it possesses this great advantage, 
i that all along it course the traveller can obtain a supply of water for his necessities 
by simply digging in the sand. The railway, after crossing the Alice the second 
time, leaves it to the south. A few miles beyond it the line enters upon hard iron- 
stone ridges, which opened up, have yielded an inexhaustible supply of ballast. 
Here all the ballast required on the extension and for the permanent way is 
quarried close to the line, and its presence there in such quantities has materially 
lessened the cost of the last constructed sections of the railway. Near the camp is 
the site of the first artesian well. Water was obtained at the shallow depth of 250 
feet, but although the supply flowed over the surface it was found necessary to use 
pumping machinery, and a windmill keeps full the tanks from which the engines 
are supplied. The country from this place to Barcaldine, about 25 miles, is almost 
level, and the rails run in one uniformly straight direction to the terminus. The 
cattle countiy is good of its kind, and some of it has been enclosed for sheep. For 
rl;out three miles the train passes across the Porcupine Plains, which, after heavy 
rain, become one vast sheet of shallow water ; it then enters a narrow belt of thick 
scrub which, curiously enough, extends only for a short distance on each side of the 
line. The surveyors, indeed, seemed to have resolved not to swerve one hair's 
breadth from their instructions to keep a due west course, for they might by a slight 
deviation have crossed the treeless plains, and located the terminus on the edge of 
the broad and deep waters of the Alice, at its junction with Cedar Creek, instead of 
pitching this important camp on a barren sand ridge. Commencing from the 340- 
milo the Jaccandol grazing farms, consisting of well-grassed plains, and watered 
by Cedar Creek and the Alice River, front the line to the 351 -mile; and on the 
Northern side are the grazing farms of Mr. Holland and Mr. Richardson, watered 
Jiy large lakes and lagoons. From the 351 -mile onwards to the 302 -mile is the 
valuable and extensive reserve of the town of Barcaldine. 

Although situated apparently in the depth of the forest country Barcaldine is 
actually on the edge of the forest and downs. On three sides of it, the plains are so 
to speak within a stone's throw. On the north side of the railway, the main road 
to Aramac passes through about a hundred yards of sand, and the track thereafter 
is over black soil for a stretch of two hundred miles. A fringe of gidyea scrub on 
the banks of Lagoon Creek, separates the wide expanse of the downs from the forest 
country. On this creek, now a series of lagoons connected by the ever-flowing 
stream from the artesian well, the Government have ordered the survey of a village 
settlement. The land is divided into blocks of from -10 to 100 acres, which the 
settler may make freehold, upon payment of the moderate price of half-a-orown an 
acre in five instalments of Gd. each extending over five years. The land consists 
partly of downs, covered Avith Mitchell and blue grasses of the best quality, and 
partly of forest country, a rich sandy loam, stiitable, with irrigation in dry seasons 
for the growth of cereals. If the Government had put down an artesian well on 
this land no doubt it would speedily have been selected, but it is useless without 
water. After crossing Lagoon Creek the downs open out at once on three sides, 
and for the first six miles they form portion of the hundred mile reserve granted to 
tho town of Barcaldine. The road then enters upon the Union Mortgage Company's 
Coreena station, and passes through it for a distance of about 28 miles. Coreena 
was at one time an almost waterless country ; but throughout its whole extent it is 
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now supplied with numerous tanks and dams, which yield a never-failing supply. 
The view in driving upon this road is one of the most magnificent in the western 
country — as each successive ridge is reached the countiy stretches out on all sides 
like an ocean of grass. In some portions of the landscape scarcely a tree is visible, 
and the horizon is as well defined as if the spectator were looking out upon the open 
sea. On the western side of the road is Messrs. "Weinholt Brothers' Saltern Creek 
station, another of those extraordinary runs, where all the water has been artificially 
conserved. It is upon this run that the first selectors under the new Act cast 
their eyes, and about ten miles from Aramac is the head station of the Messrs. 
Fraser & Collier, who have taken up 160,000 acres of grazing farms at a rental of 
an acre. The present pastoral tenants say the selectors can never make it pay 
at the price ; but considering the high price paid for the goodwill of stations sold 
under the old Act it would seem that a penny farthing was a mere peppercorn 
rental in comparison with the old prices that were obtained, and there is not the 
least doubt, that at this price all the land in the district will be snapped up as soon 
as mining speculation gives place to pastoral investment. The old price for land 
was ten shillings per acre, and it was considered a privilege to be able to buy at 
that price. The question now is : would it not be better to pay l 7 ] d. per acre rather 
than borrow ten shillings to buy the land, and pay a shilling per annum as interest 
on that ten shillings ? 

Saltern Creek, on which the latest selections have been taken, ranks among the 
b^est of the sheep stations in the district. It is watered almost altogether by 
artificial means, well constructed tanks and dams being placed about four miles 
apart throughout the run, and during the last 12 months three bores have been put 
down, all of which yield copious artesian supplies varying from 120,000 to 500,000 
gallons per diem. Messrs. Weinholt Brothers have been fortunate in their 
manager, Mr. A. R. Brown, who has brought the station to such perfection, that 
on country which 20 years ago was regarded as almost useless for stock, there are 
now depastured about 200,000 sheep. Mr. Brown has also been foremost in the dis- 
trict for improving the quality of the flocks, and better bred sheep are not to be 
found on any other station in the Mitchell pastoral district. At the sheep shows 
his exhibits have for several years taken champion honors, although there has been 
some close competition. Bowen Downs belongs to the South Australian Company, 
and consists of a large tract of country, well watered by the Thompson and numer- 
ous creeks. It is managed by Mr. S. P. Fraser. There were 260,000 sheep shorn at- 
Jiowen Downs last season. Adjoining Bowen Downs is the same Company's enorm- 
ous cattle station of Mount Cornish, managed by Mr. E. R. Edkins. This herd is 
the largest in Queensland, if not the best bred. The Company have spared no ex- 
pense in the importation of first-class bulls, and at recent shows they obtained 
champion prizes throughout this section. The Aramac station, managed by Mr. 
W. Forsyth, has a small herd, principally of stud animals, and the station has 
recently impoi'ted some valuable young bulls, which in course of time will make 
their mark in the district. Besides these stations there is that of Tower Hill owned 
by Messrs. Williamson & Thornton. The cattle on this run are eagerly sought 
after by buyers, and the fat stock always fetch high prices in the Melbourne 
markets. There are several other stations in the district, all of which have remained 
in the hands of the present occupiers for many years. Unlike the Barcoo district, 
the owners are principally residont, and personally supervise their flocks and herds. 
The families of the Camerons and the Crombies are scattered all over the face of the 
country, and own the stations of Kensington Downs, Greenhills, Uanda, Strathdarr, 
and many more. Besides these, there are the smaller runs of Rodney Downs, 
owned by the late member for the Gregory, Mr. T. McWhannell. and now man- 
aged by Mr. J. McWhannell ; Stainburn Downs, owned and managed by Mr. 
W. H. Looker, and a number of small cattle stations, situated east of the downs in 
the spinifex country. Further out, on the western side, are Darr River Downs and 
Evesham, and from all these stations the yearly harvest of wool is brought into 
Barcaldiue and trucked down to Rockhampton. West of Barcaldine are the threo 
extensive runs owned by Messrs. George Fairbairn & Sous, including Baroaldine, 
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Home Creek aud Bcaconsfield. Shearing on these runs takes place in January and 
is continued until March. 

On the southern side of the line, with a portion of its frontage resting on the 
Thompson River, is the valuable station of Wellshot. This run was one of the last 
brought under the operation of the new Act. It consists altogether of beautifully 
grassed downs country, and it has one of the best stores of artificial water on any 
run in the west. It is owned by the New Zealand Company, and has been managed 
for some years by Mr. R. A. Hopkins. Adjoining this and adjacent to Arrilalah 
(Forest Grove) is Wcstland run, owned by the Darling Downs Pastoral Company. 
This company was the first to recognise the importance of obtaining large supplies 
of artesian water, and they completed a contract witli Mr. Loughead to bore 3000 
feet. This was before the artesian supply was struck at Barcaldiue. Unfortunately 
their enterprise was not rewarded by success, and the owners have gone back to 
plough aud scoop work, several large contracts being underweigh. Adjoining 
Wellshot on its south side is Portland Downs, owned by Messrs. Smith & Co., 
who purchased it from a former member for the Mitchell, Mr. John 
Govett. It is a splendid run. but the stock suffered severely throughout the last 
drought owing to the incompetency of management. The same firm own the 
adjoining stations of Isis Downs and Avington, one of the finest properties in the 
whole district. Avington was only put under sheep during the last eight years. 
Jt was formerly owned by Mr. Lumley Hill, who sold it with 13,000 head 
of cattle at the high price of £5 5s. per head. Beyond Isisford on the 
lower Barcoo country are the valuable stations of Albilbah, upon which artesian 
water has recently been discovered, owned by Mr. J. W. Raven ; Ruthven, the 
property of Messrs. Armstrong & Urquhart ; and Emmet Downs, the property of 
Messrs. Busby Bros. & Royd*. All these stations are under sheep, and they are 
managed by the owners. The same may be said of Warbreecan and Carella, owned 
by Messrs. Simpson & Affleck. Besides these stations are those of Retreat, Wel- 
ford, Highlands, Binierah and Tocal. The upper Barcoo may be said to commence 
above Avington, aud includes all the statious south and east of it. The principal 
ones are Malvern Hills, owned by the company of that name, aud managed by Mr. 
E. J. E. Mackenzie ; Torriek, owned by Messrs. Wallace & Casey, and managed by 
Mr. Thos. Wells ; Lome, owned by Mr. Stuart Leishman ; Alice Downs, owned 
by Messrs. Whittingham Bros., and managed by Mr. C. Gray ; Northampton 
Downs aud Ravensbourne, owued by Sir Francis Murphy & Sous, and managed by 
■fe'Ir. W. Ford ; and Listowol Downs, owned by Messrs. Berkleman & Lambert, and 
managed by Mr. A. Cory. These large stations occupy all the country around 
Blackall, excepting the selections, of which there are If) under the old Act. Many 
of them are used as agistment paddocks, while others have been taken up by work- 
ing men, who are employed on stations or in the towns. Several of the selections have 
become freehold, and a few of them have been purchased by the lessees of adjoining 
runs. There are also a few grazing farms on Northampton aud Malvern, which are 
owued by amateur scpiatters, who have not yet gone in very extensively for stock 
breeding or wool growing. The Northampton run has a frontage of about 35 
miles to the Barcoo River, in which are some large permanent holes. On the banks 
of one of them are erected the extensive wool -scouring buildings, placed there by 
Mr. Murphy seven years ago. Owiug to the splendid discovery of artesian water 
near the woolshed, the plant is to be removed to a site near the bore, and the wool 
scoured for the future. Above Northampton, the character of the country changes 
again, aud high stony ridges, with coarser qualities of grass, distiuguish tho 
grazing couutry of Mount Enniskillen. This run was taken up, and is still 
owned by Mr. J. T. Allan, the oldest resident iu the district. Mr. Allan 
also owns Mary vale, a cattle station to the north of his run. Adjoining him is the 
North Greendale run. owned by the Messrs. Jillett, who have also selected rather 
extoasively over the adjacent country. Next to Greendale is Tambo station, and 
adjoining that is the celebrated run of Lansdowne, owned by the Pastoral Company 
of that name. The traffic from these stations goes direct to Alpha, but of late 
years there lias been a strong effort made to divert it in the direction of the South - 
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em railway. Indeed, so far as travellers are concerned, the coaches are made to 
travel so that the Southern railway is reached from Tambo in the same time that it 
takes the coach to ran from that place to Alpha. 

Since the foregoing was first published the writer's anticipations have been all 
fulfilled, and for every batch of grazing farms now opened there is competition 
among tlie applicants for the best portions. The Saltern Creek grazing farms 
have already paid for their improvements by the profit on the sheep fattened 
there.

At the present time there arc no less than 
21 racing clubs (registered with the Q.T.C.) in this district alone, namely: — 
Tambo, Blackall, Welford, Isisford, Canterbury, Windorah, Jundah, Stonchengo,

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Longreach, " Artesia" (21-mile), Jericho, Alpha, Aramac, Arrilalah, Doongoon- 
bulla, Muttaburra, Collingwood, Boulia, Winton, and Barcaldine, where thei'e are 
two racing clubs. The first racing club in the west was that of Tambo, which was 
inaugurated with great eclat so far back as 18(35, and it has held an annual meet- 
ing every year with but one exception — that of 1889. There are very few left of 
he men who raced on the " great western downs" course 25 years ago, when the 
ovetts and the Eomes were princes of the black soil country. When the country 
as taken up further down the river, and Blackall became an important centre, a 
cond club was started, which, in a few years, became more prosperous than its 
eighbor, and for six years — from 1878 to 1884 — it gave away nearly £900 a-year 
n prizes. In that last year the Westward Oh ! Club was transformed into the 
"sisford Jockey Club, and weakened the Blackall funds. The Isisford Club never 
had large fi»lds for its open races, but the members' prizes have always been well 
contested. The clubs at Aramac and Muttaburra have pursued the eren tenor of 
their way for many years with varying success, but they are both now in very 
prosperous financial circumstances. The Barcaldine Club, formed in 1886, has 
been increasing wonderfully, until last meeting it managed to give away £600 in 
prizes, and found itself with a surplus of £260. The Amateur Club recently 
formed lias already a large membership, and will hold its meetings in Midsummer 
on the Barcaldine racecourse. The minor clubs, which give one day's racing in 
ti^e year are all in fairly prosperous circumstances, showing that racing as a sport 
is well patronised throughout the district. Some of the horses which performed 
as maidens on the western turf, many of whom were bred in the district, have 
achieved distinction down south. Fishwife and Tantallon ran on the racecourses 
at Tambo and Blackall before they won at Flemington. Blackall, a Delta-bred 
gelding, and Darkness, by the Barcaldine horse Blondin, have won a score of 
jumping races in New South Wales and Victoria since they left the Barcoo : and 
Lucifer, also by Blondin, has shown that he can outpace even the cracks of the 
Hawkesbury. Of other performers we have Mark Tapley, Rosebank, Beche-de- 
Mer, Blue Peter, fit to run in any company ; and, indeed, to w ; n a race on the 
Barcoo it is not a broken-down plater or a waster who must be sent up from the 
south. The time made by the winners at our meetings has not been phenomenal, 
the fastest record for two miles being Lucifer carrying 9-8 in 3*39 at Blackall, and 
After Dark with 8-0 at Barcaldine in 3-38 3-5ths. We here give winners of

Searle was 
only in his 24th year, and was so far superior to any other known sculler that ho 
would probably have retained the championship for many years.

A world's record was made in America on the 
28th August, when Salvator ran a mile in 1 min. 35-J-sec, on a straight track, and 
about the same time two six-furlong races were run in 1 min. 13 sec. 

On the 4th November the Hon. D. S. Wallace's b h Carbine won the Melbourne 
Cup, carrying lOst. 5 lbs., in 3 min. 28£ sees., beating Dunlop's record in 1887 by a 
ruarter second ; Duulop carrying 8 st. 3 lbs. Carbine's time for the two miles is 
ihe fastest on record for Australia, and only three-quarter sec. below Ten Broeck.

r consequence of a great number of residents in this district not being 
acquainted with the laws relating to registration, they have frequently laid 
themselves open to heavy fines. We publish the regulations relating to the regis- 
ration of both births, deaths and marriages in the hope that mistakes may 
ie avoided in future : — 

' Every birth must be registei-ed within sixty days, and every death within 
thirty days next thereafter respectively. Any neglect of this 'regulation ren- 
ders the parties whose duty it is to register, liable to a fine not exceeding ±'10. 
If sixty days have elapsed from the date of birth, the law requires the parent, or 
Jther person making the application to register such birth, to pay a fee of two> 
shillings and sixpence, and to make a solemn declaration of the facts before a 
.Justice of the Peace, prior to registration. If possible, in all eases the father or 
mother ought to sign as informant. If unable to write, let a mark be made. No* 
birth can be registered after three years have elapsed from the date thereof; 
b\fl a record will be made in the Registrar-General's office if information be 
supplied respecting such a birth. 

Every minister who has celebrated a marriage must, within one month there- 
ifter, transmit (in accordance with the Act 28 Victoria No. 15) the original 
icrtificate to the Registrar of the district, and every minister who fails to trans- 
mit the certificate to the District Registrar, is liable to a fine of not less than £'10, 
and not exceeding £50. Marriages must be solemnised between the hours 8 a.m. 
and 8 p.m. Persons under age must produce the written authority of parents or 
guardians, signed by them in the presence of a Justice of the Peace, Registeredr 

Klinister, or District Registrar, or the marriage cannot take place. 

W In every case of burial, the minister or person officiating at any religious 
service at such burial, ought to receive from the undertaker or person having charge 
of the funeral, a certificate from the District Regist rar certifying to the registration 
of the death, unless in the case of inquest, when a certificate from the coroner or 
magistrate holding the inquest will be sufficient; and if any dead body shall 
be buried without such certificate, the person who may bury the same, or perform 

kny funeral or religious service for the burial, or who shall in any way dispose of 

Bite body, shall forthwith give notice of the facts to the District Registrar. 
^Undertakers are bound under a penalty not exceeding £10 to lodge with the 
District Registrar, immediately after the burial, a certificate of such burial, 
signed bv themselves, and cou.NTEiiSiGNED my two witnesses.

PRODIGIOUS ARTESIAN SUPPLY AT OOREENA, 

Mr. James Brown, the contractor for the Coreena 
artesian well, writes the editor of the Wextmi Champion 
as follows: — " Aramac, December 20th. — Dear Sir, — We 
have got a second Charleville at Coreena now. On Wed- 
nesday morning we struck another small supply, bringing 
up the production to 108,000 gallons per diem, but on 



Friday evening about six o'clock wo struck sandstone at 
<S7'3 feet, and the flow at once commenced to increase, and 
at 900 feet there was a roaring torrent coming out of the 
hore and spreading over the downs, a small drain that had 
been made to carry off the previous supply being totally 
inadequate to carry it away. All hands had to get to work 
to widen and deepen the drain to let it away from the 
derrick as it would very soon ha ve underniinded it. It is 
impossible to estimate the flow with anything like correct- 
ness, but I would say 2,000,000 gallons per day would be a 
very reasonable guess ; but guess is all we can do until a 
proper head is got to control it. We stopped boring at 
1)04 feet, and I believe had we gone deeper the supply 
would have increased, but if it hail increased much more it 
would have washed the whole plant (ourselves included) 
into Politic Creek. The boring was very good all the way 
down, the well b big bored from top to bottom in three 
■weeks, and there is only fifty fact of casing in it. I believe 
now that any of the artesian wells in this district could be 
made to flow almost any amount by simply going deeper."

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POSTAL INFORMATION, 



ALL Letters, Prickets, and Newspapers posted in Queensland that are required 
to be prepaid, must bear Queensland Stamps. 

Inland Letters, inadvertently posted, either unstamped or insufficiently 
stamped, will bo forwarded to their destination ; but, before delivery, double the 
amount of deficient postage must be paid. 

Insufficiently prepaid letters or packets, or wholly unpropaid letters posted for 
transmission to 'the United Kingdom, will be forwarded, but charged with the 
deficiency and a single rate as a fine. 

Wedding Cake cannot be forwarded unless it is secured in metal covering or in 
such a way that it cannot affect the contents of the mail bag or attract vermin. 

Letters and Packets containing Gold, or Silver, Money, Jewels, $o> No lette 
or packet, whether registered or unregistered, containing either gold or silver 
money, jewels, or precious articles, or any other article whatever, liable to Customs 
duties, is allowed to be conveyed by post to any of the countries comprised within 
Tthe Postal Union, except the United Kingdom. 

Letters, Packets, and Newspapers, on heing lie-directed, are charged the same 
amount of postage, in addition to the original postage, as would be payable if such 
letter, packet, or newspaper were originally posted at the place of re-direction (ex- 
cepting soldiers' or sailors' letters). 

A Postmaster may refuse to receive or transmit by post any letter, packet, or 
packet of newspapers exceeding sixteen ounces in weight, or of inconvenient form 
or dimensions, or containing, or reasonably suspected to contain, any article likely 
to injiu-e the other contents of mail bags or any person. 

Late Fee on Letters.— Colonial and Intercolonial, 2d. each letter ; Foreign, (id. 
This fee is paid by affixing to the letter the required amount of stamps. 

Loose Ship Letters.— Loose Letters posted on board steamers must bear a late 
^ fee, beside the regular postage in Queensland stamps, unless for delivery within 
the colony, in which case the regular postage only is required, 

NEWSPAPERS. 

Evoiy newspaper shall he sent -without a cover, or in a cover open at both ends, 
and there shall not be in or upon any such newspaper or the cover thereof, auy 
communicatiou, character, or figure, letter, or number (other than the words " news- 
paper only," the printed titles of such newspapers, the printed names, occupations, 
and place of business of the printer publisher, or vendor thereof, the name, occupa- 
tion, and address of the person to whom it is sent), nor shall anything be enclosed 
in, or with, or accompany such newspaper or cover, otherwise such newspaper shall 
not be transmitted or delivered. 

Newspapers are transmitted within the Colony free of charge, if posted within 
seven days from the date of publication ; if posted after that period they are subject 
to a charge of One Penny. Newspapers from beyond the colony (i.e. foreign news- 
papers) re-posted are subjected to the charge of One Penny each uewspnper.

— Rate :— Inland and Intercolonial, for every 4oz. or fraction thereof 
Id. The following and similar articles may be forwarded at Book rates : Printed 
books, pamphlets, magazines, and reviews, and wholly printed publications that do 
not come within the definition of newspapers ; printed music, photographs, &c, 
bound and published in book form. All other articles not coming within the fore- 
going definition, or within that of newspapers, to be treated as packets. Parcels 

1 of Books must not exceed 3 lb. in weight, but a single book will be allowed not ex- 
ceeding 7 lb. No book to exceed two feet in length, or one foot in breadth or 
depth, or to be of inconvenient form. 

T Packets. — Rate : — Inland and Intercolonial, for every 2oz. or under Id. 

Weight — For places within Queensland : Packets, patterns, &c, not to exceed 
ICoz. ; hooks not to exceed 3 lb. 

Dimensions — No Packet to exceed two feet in length, or one foot in breadth or 
depth, or to be of inconvenient form.
